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TUTS COFFIN 
IS FINALLY 
UNCOVERED 


Fourth Casket Did Not Prove 
as Formidable as Was 
Expected 


— 

LUXOR, Feb. 4—¥or the first 
time in 8 200 years, the great stone 
coffin of Tutenkhamen stood forth 
today in all its majesty, shorn of 
its protective nest of golden shrines. 

The fourth casket ‘proved, in 
Howard Carter's experienced hands, 
a less formidable problem than was 
first surmised and a few hours’ 
wotk Sunday sufficed to disengag: 
the sarcophagus. Then it was seee; 
that the enthusiasm evoked by the 
glimpse obtained four weeks ago of 
one end of the sarcophagus through 
the open doors of the enclosing 
eer was justified 

As massive in construction as it 
is chastely simple in design, and 
untouched by the tooth of time as 
it is inviolate from the hands o, 
tomb robbers, this grandiose ston. 
chest, gleaming pink, beneath the 
glare of the electric lamps, must be 
acclaimed a unique specimen of the 
funerary art of the eighteenth dy- 


| nasty. | 

The four crowned go ‘ses 6 Of 
death, who in tradition: postures 
stand at the four corners of the 


coffin kith wings outspread to shield 
the dead monarch from the forces 
of evil, are boldly and deeply in- 
cised, full-breasted, with slender 
arms and powerfully winged, each 
with one hand grasping the “ankh”" 
or key of life, which figures in the 
dead pharoah's name. 

| The lid is massively solid and in- 
scribed in bands with lines of 
| hieroglyphics. 

Emotional Moment 

The sarcophagus is thought to be 
even larger than the massive coffin 
j}of Haremheb, in an adjoining tomb, 
which itself is a fine specimen of 
eighteenth dynasty sculpture, rough- 
ly six feet high, five broad and 
seven long. 

It was an emotional moment for 
the excavators when they first gaz- 
ed upon this royal coffin, unseen by 
mortals since the undertakers of 
ancient Thebes set about their long, 
difficult task of enclosing the sar- 
cophagus in its four ornate casings. 

For Mr. Carter the occasion must 
have been particularly pregnant for 
in his long years of experience in 
excavating many important tombs, 
it has never before been vouchsated 
him, nor in fact any excavator in 
the known records of Feyptology, 
to gaze upon nn Heyptian royal sar: 
cophagus unscathed by pillage or 
marauders. 

Discussions now are pending be- 
tween the Egyptian government and 
the excavators, it is understood, 
relative to the date of the ceremoninl 
of the opening of the coffin, which 
is to be attended by government of. 
ficials.
